How strange it is that men cannot see the 


signs of tho alarming ovil to come 1 What 
chance now has the working man of secure 
employment and good wages? How high 
and impassable is tho barrier becoming be- 
tween tho rich and lliu poor? What hono 
has tho small capitalist of competing success- 
fully against the combined woulth of compa- 
nies who have millions at their command, and 
who aro rapidly engrossing all business ? Our 
middle men aro fust disappearing, and wo 
shall soon have tho two extremes of rich and 
poor. And wo to our country, when that 
shall bo tho state of things I

It is not i too late, however," to correct this 


condition of nfTnirs. Tho practical recogni- 
tion of tho right of all men to tho free use of 
a portion of earth for a homo and subsistence, 
together with hind limitation, will correct 
present evils and obviate future. Whether 
our country will havo honesty and intelli- 
gence enough to apply the remedy, time must 
determine.

Many 
of them sisco that crisis has pssscd, have ac- 
cordingly gone back to the old parties, and 
those who havo riot, have acted m an isolated, 
disconnected manner, sometimes in coalitions, 
sometimes independently as seemed to them 
best in the local circumstances in which they 
found themselves. 
What' we now wish, is 


that a new organization shall be formed, with 
the understanding that it is to bo permanent 
Let the Buffalo Platform be enlarged so as to 
meet the new questions that havo since arisen, 
and lot tho new party stand upon it; Let it 
take the name .of Democratic, or Free Dem- 
ocratic, for that would be.its appropriate name 
nnd one to which it would bo justly entitled. 
Arid.wo believe such an organization may be 
made tho means of hastening the day, which 
our correspondent so much' desires, "when 
emancipation shall come to the enthralled."
